The edi- 
torial is in harmony with the report and 
recommendation of the legislative com- 
mittee, which had before it the report 
of the executive committee, the address 
of the assistant secretary of war, and 
the other matter and resolutions referred 
to it. 

Every member of the committee was 
given an opportunity to express freely 
his opinions and views upon all nas mat- 
ters submitted to it. 

One member of the convention, com- 
menting on THE TRIBUNE’s editorial, 
suggested that a regular army officer 
should command only joint camps of the 
national guard and regular troops as at 
present provided by law. 


Report of Committee. 

As the result of its deliberation the com- 
mittee submits the following report: 

“ Th is necessity for the formula- 
tion and acceptance of a definite military 
policy for the United States. Such mili- 
tary policy must have as its foundation 
not only the opinions of the miltary ex- 
perte of the nation as to the forces which 
should be organized and maintained, but 
should be formulated with due consid- 
eration of those ideals and traditions 
which have a place in the mind and hearts 


of our people. 


“An essential consideration will be 
that such forces as may be planned for 
must be taken from the citizens of the 
country and in the formulation of plans 
for the development of any body of citi- 
zen soldiery. 


Nation Is First Thought. 
“We emphasize the fact that the na- 
tional guard of the United States, now 
organized and equipped, is composed of 
officers and men whose first thought of 
sérvice is for the nation, and if not so 


- available under existing circumstantial 


requiremems it cannot be too speedily 
made so, in order that the national guard 
May properly discharge the duties for 
which its members have eniisted. 


. “We are of the opinion that the de- 


velopment of the national guard along 
the lines suggested would give us at once

as it fails to complete the three regular 
Givigions now in this country; and as it 
practically ignores the national guard, 
Mr. Wilson's plan virtually means that the 
only increased protection which we are

Aa, according to this plan, the men of 
the new army are to receive intensified 
training for a period of but two months » 
year for three years, it is dbviously im- 
portant that they be drilled by highly 
trained officens and noncommissioned offi- 
cera. This the plan utterly faile to pro- 
vide for, other than that the intention is 
expressed to use such officers of the reg- 
ular service as may have left it, These 
are so few in number ae to be entirely 
inadequate. 

Cannot Develop Officers. 
Mention is made of using officers de- 
veloped by the foroe itself. Such short 
training could not develop even moder- 
ately efficient officers of the lowest grade. 
If in Burope and Asia the soldier is sub- 
jected to intensified training of periods of 
from two to three years under highly 
trained officere and noncommissioned offi- 
cers, how could continental troops as 
trained under this plan possibly defeat 
them in case of invasion? 

That the training received will be noth- 
ing more than in the rudiments is ad- 
mitted in the plen. In other words, in 
case of war these troops would not be 
ready to immediately go in action. This

Could Keep Down Expense. 

“The raising of a third force means that 
all this must be done. If the higher or- 
ganization of the regular army and na- 
tional guard is completed and all existing 
units brought to a war strength the in- 
crease in our strength would about equa) 
the continental army, while the increase 
in overhead charges would be compara- 
tively small, 

The more the plan of the continental 
army is examined the more certain it is 
that it fails to give us troops sufficiently 
trained to promptly fall upon and drive 
out any invader. It considerably in- 
creases our expenditure on national de- 
fense without giving us, when the critical 
moment arrives, more to depend upon 
than we have now—our regular army and 
the national guard very much ase they 
exist today. 

In other words, even if the continental 
army is raised, and there is some doubt 
as to whether or not it can be, we will 
not be provided with the stated object 
of the president's ee national 
defense.

CURES FOR HEAD LIC®B. 
Worried Mother writes: “ What can! 
do for lice in children’s hair, and how 
may I remove the nits from hair?” 


oes REPLY. 

There are many efficient methods. Method 
for boys {Herrick}: Cut the hair. Wash the 
hair at night with 2 per cent carbolic acid, or 
with kerosene and olive oll, equal parts. Do 
not dry the head with a towel, but cover it 
with a towel. The next morning wash the 
scalp and hair with soap and water. If nits 
abound, first wash the hair with vinegar end 
follow with soap and water. 

Whitfield’s method for girls: The girl lies 
on a bed with her hair over the side. On the 
floor a wash basin ie placed. The hair is in the 
basin. A 2 per cent solution of carbolic acid 
is poured over the scalp and hair and drained 
into the basin, The hair is *‘ sluiced back- 
ward and forward until thoroughly saturated 
with the solution.”” This is kept up for ten 
minutes. Especial care must be taken to wet 
the hair over the ears and on the neck. The 
hair ie drained but not dried. The hair is tur- 
baned with a towel and left for one hour. The 
solution is then washed out with water or soap 
and water. If nits abound, they should be 
washed out with vinegar.

THE WILSON DEFENSE PROGRAM. 
. One of the most serious omissions of the war 
department defense proposals is their failure to 
meet the need for officers. ‘The plan asserts “we 
should have at least 500,000 men ready for instant 
response to a call in the event of war or the immi- 
nence of war.” As we have pointed out, the plan 
does not provide for such a force in men ready, 
and it does not provide for officers enough to train 
and command it. 

Passing over the fact that the overseas gar- 
risons and regular mobile home forces provided 
are insufficient, the plan calls for only 750 more 
officers for “ training the citizen soldiers and more 
codperation with the national guard and with those 
educational institutions which have military 
courses.” 

For such duties 750 regular officers are not nearly 
enough, but the plan apparently is expected to 
cover its deficiency on this crucial point by relying 
for officers on “those who have served in the na- 
tional guard, those who have served in the United 
States army and are no longer upon its active list, 
and those who by training acquired in colleges or 
schools or in other ways have become equipped 
with sufficient military information and experience 
to render them available.” 

There is nothing in the Wilson army program 
that so plainly betrays its insufficiency and the 
cause of its insufficiency as this astonishing neglect 
of the problem of officering the new forces. It is 
difficult to believe that such slovenly treatment of 
a crucial factor of preparedness should be put 
forth by such a man as Secretary Garrison, 

If we have learned anything from the European 
war we have learned that a large force of compe- 
tent officers is vitally necessary. Not only is the 
rate of mortality much higher among officers than 
privates, but a very large and thoroughly com- 
petent force is needed for training reservists and 
green recruits. : 

The plan is inadequate in its provision for officers 
even for the regular force, and the national guard 
is already underofficered. So that if there is to be 
a continental force of 400,000 additional it is pre- 
posterous to expect that retired regular and na- 
‘tional guard officers and men who have taken mil- 
itary courses in colleges and academies will be sufii- 
cient ‘in numbers, to say nothing as to experience 
and fitness, to officer so large a body. The con- 
tinentals would require something like 15,000 offi- 
cers if organized at war strength, 20,000 if or- 
ganized at peace strength. Of course, no such body 
of competent officers outside the active regular and 
guard service exists or will come into being unless 
measures not considered in the Wilson program are 

The suggestion that the Wilson program ig not a 
genuine defense plan but a political stopgap is 
given especial strength by a consideration of this 
feature of the department proposals.

It is a lamentable fact that public opinion in 
South Carolina not only does not discourage 
homicide as it should but that it not infrequently 
affords positive encouragement and approval to 
deeds of bloody violence. It so asserts itself that 
many men, lacking the ability to think things out 
for themselves or the courage to follow their 
own convictions of what is right, are weakly per- 
suaded that unlese they constitute themselves 
the bloody avengers of thelr own wrongs they 
will lose the respect of their fellows. It sets up 
a code which is more vicious than the code which 
governed dueling. 

Yet surely it cannot be that this state of affairs

What is needed in South Carolina is a new 
standard, a higher ideal; and this will be had 
only when those who know the right shall] arouse 
themselves and make it their business to demon- 
strate the sacredness of human life by turning 
their faces sternly against all those who take it 
without just cause. There must first of all be 
an end of “higher laws.” There must be an end 
of mawkish sympathy for the man on trial for 
his life or under conviction for having murdered 
his fellow. Men will quit killing one another 
recklessly and maliciously only when they know 
that to do so is t@ incur certain punishment. 
This is a truth which all the wisdom of the ages 
teaches. It is time South Carolina took it te

Says Former President Urged 


Against Selling Boat Lines; 
Promised No Trouble, 


New York, Nov. 11.—Former President 
Roosevelt was brought into the testimony 
today at the trial of the eleven former 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
directors charged with violating the Sher- 
man law, as having given assurance to 
Charies 8. Mellen that the New Haven 
need have no fear of federal action dur- 
ing Roosevelt’s administration if it re- 
jected a proposition to dispose of its 
steamship properties to Charles W. 
Morse. 

The testimony, which was given by Mr. 
Melien, was adduced by the government 
to show that Mr. Mellen nevertheless 
recommended the sale of the properties 
and that the New Haven directors, in 
pursuance of their alleged purpose to 
maintain a monopoly of the transporta- 
tion traffic of New England, declined to 
consider the recommendation. 


Roosevelt Feared Morse Project. | 

Mr. Melien said that Mr Roosevelt felt 
that it would be inimical! to public inter- 
est for Morse to consummate his purpose 
of getting contro! of the Atlantic coast- 
wise steamship lines through acquisition 
of the New Haven properties and that 
Commissioners Knapp and Prouty and 
Herbert Knox Smith, commissioner of 
corporations, held the same opinion. 

The government, however, placed em- 
phasis on that portion of the witness’ 
testimony in which he quoted Col. Roose- 
velt as saying: “I am no lawyer and! 
can promise you no immunity if you vic- 
late the law.” ; 

Morse in January, 1907, according to 
Melien, had offered to buy the New 
Haven steamship lines for $20,000,000, 
which would have been a profit of $14,- 
000,000 on their cost. Mellen thought the 
New Haven ought to take advantage of 
the opportunity, inasmuch as the ques- 
tion was being agitated in congress of re- 
quiring railroad lines to divorce them- 
eelves from ownership of steamship lines. 


Went to See Roosevelt. 

Mellen said he went to Washington and 
explained the situation to President 
Roosevelt in the presence of Messrs. 
Knapp, Prowty, and Smith. 

‘I was fearful,” he added, “that if 
this legislation should be passed it might 
come at a time when there would be no 
purchaser for the properties and we 
would have them on our hands. I want- 
ed to protect myself.”

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IRE OF GRID COACHES; | 
WANT EARLY ACTION

‘Because of eleventh hour protesis winch 
have resulted in the disqualification of 
several star football players this season 
athletic directors and coaches of the lead- 
ing university teams will make an eflort 


making it imperative that such protests 


season or a reasonable length of time be- 
fore important contestg are scheduled. 

It is a matter of football history that 
many protests have. been registered on 
the eve of important batties. As every 
player has certain functions to perform in 
the successful execution of every pimy, 
the offensive work of a team is greatly 
weakened when a star is disqualided be- 
fore an important struggle. 


Losses Disrupt Teams. 
As ie generally the case, the star players 
are the ones who are hit. A@ every iol- 
lower of football knows, a smart coach 
builds his plays around his star perform- 
ers. The mentors figure varioys ways and 
means to get the best results out of euch 
players, and when protests which usually 
are followed by disquélifications gost a 
coach a headliner he is unable to reorgan- 
ize his tearm on the short notice 
allowed. 
If coaches suspect cortain sean the 
protests should be lodged in ample time to 
give the athlete's mentor time enoygh to 
develop another player to take the place 
of the man put undertheban If this were 
done more games would be won on their 
merits and a general good feeling gvould 
exist. It. seems unfair to lodge a protest 
againet some performer on the eve of @ 
big game. and if the leading coaches and 
athletic directors have anything to say at 
this year’s meeting of the rules committee 
a clause requiring that protests be lodged 
a reasonable length of time before cham- 
pionship contests will be inserted in the 
code. 


Universal Rule Necessary. 

Whether those in favor of such a rule 
can have the clause inserted is a question. 
Every institution has its own rules. The 
Western conference has Its rules, and a 
working agreement existe between the 
leading teams in the east. Teams which 
have met for years may have clauses in 
their contracts to cover the point, but a 
genera! rule would work to the best ad- 
vantage of all concerned. 

It is only natural to presume.that Min- 
nesota would investigate the records of 
the Chicago players after Capt. Solon had 
been disqualified on evidence furnished 
by Wisconsin. Whether the Gophers 
have the goods on Capt. Russell is 
a question, but as far as can be 
learned, Pete is not much of a baseball 
artist. At any rate, he is not considered 
good enough to make money playing the 
game, but the Gopher authorities may 
have something on him which may keep 
him out of the remaining games. 


Maroons Built Areund Russell, 

If Minnesota has anything on Russell, 
the authorities should have registered a 
protest earlier. As every one knows, most 
of Chicago pleys are bullt around the 
captain. If action against Russell should 
keep him out of the game, Stagg would 
have to reorganize his team on the eve 
fof one of the most important games on 
the Maroon schedule. If Russell ware 
found to be a professional after the Min- 
nesota game is played and if Chicago 
should win, it is hard to imagine what ac- 
tion might be taken. 

In order to avoid such controversies tt 
would be much better te have a date set 
on which all protests must be lodged. In 
this way better feeling would exist be- 
tween the various colleges and universi- 
ties, and distasteful eleventh hour pro- 
tests will be done away with.

‘It ia contended by Mrs. Reis that many 

blind persons resent as an affront to their 
self-respect public movements for aid- 
ing the indigent blind as a class. They 
hold that blind persons, if poor, are no 
different from indigent sighted persons 
and should be so treated by either public 
or private charity agencies. 
Charlies E. Comstock, the blind state 
superintendent of Visitation and Instruc- 
tion for the Adult Blind, whom Mrs.
